Why 
did he not amend it last year? Why 
must he wait for Brown to intro¬ 
duce it? He uses words to protect 
himself from appearing as a 
champion of gay rights to the 
straight community. Can a man 
who would not support us in the 
past and finally after ten years 
says he will support us in the fu¬ 
ture only if someone else steps 
forward first be trusted? Why is 
he afraid to say he is for gay 
rights in front of the straight 
press? 

The challenger: Gene Boyle has 
championed for gay rights before. 
His record speaks for itself. Boyle 
fought for the blacks long before 
it was fashionable. Boyle fought 
for the grape pickers. Sears 
strickers. Time after time he has 
fought for oppressed people. Be¬ 
sides his record of fighting for 
gay rights he has stated that if 
Brown does not introduce his Bill 
again, he, Boyle, will pen it him¬ 
self. What a refreshing difference 
from Foran’s attitude. Can he be 
trusted? Look at his record and 
the answer is written by his past 
actions: years of fighting for sup¬ 
pressed people.

AN OPEN LETTER TO: 

Mrs. Dianne Feinstein 
Board of Supervisors 
City Hall

Dear Mrs. Feinstein: 

With an anger born in dismay, 
I read of your support for the 
passage of the new ordinance in 
San Francisco aimed at regula¬ 
tion and, an undoubted adjunct, 
elimination of, at least two after 
hours establishments that cater 
primarily to a gay clientele. An 
anger born in dismay because of 
support tendered you for both cam¬ 
paigns for a seat on the Board of 
Supervisors as well as your bid 
for the mayorality of San Fran¬ 
cisco; support that was based in 
your stated belief in the individual 
freedoms for citizens of this city 

-including gays. It is apparent 
that what you say and what you do 
are not correlative. 

One can only presume that police 
Sergeant David Roche’s presump¬ 
tions of the characteristics of gays 
frequenting such establishments 
was persuasive. That presumption, 
however, concerning his 'reason¬ 
ing* is more valid than HIS pre¬ 
sumption concerning character¬ 
istics of such gays, primarily 
because HE presumes with nobasis 
in actual fact. 

The only conclusion that can be 
drawn from the police depart¬ 
ment’s statement that "The other 
studios have a different type of 
clientele, their clients don't tend 
to be intoxicated and they ’ve never 


been a police problem,” is that 
the police department draws in¬ 
ferences that have no nexus to the 
realities of gay people. The in¬ 
ference that intoxicated gays tend 
to be a problem for the police 
department simply does not hold 
true. To the contrary. Where 
straights tend to become ob¬ 
noxious, argumentative, quarrel¬ 
some or violent under alcoholic 
influences, gays, under i no pres¬ 
sure to prove their 'macho’ to 
one another, tend to become more 
mellow and less volatile as they 
become intoxiacted; not, as that 
statement would lead One to believe 
the other way around. Twleve years 
in San Francisco have borne out 
that statement. 

Rarely, very rarely indeed, is 
police assistance needed to contain 
or control a disruption in a gay 
bar. An occasional loudmouth or 
‘bitch fight’ is about the most-that 
you will find in a gay bar. Only 
infrequently are gay bars involved 
in violent outbursts, and even then 
more often than not, the ‘prob¬ 
lem’ is caused by straights who 
have intentionally or accidentally, 
wandered into the bar and refuse 
to leave, staying to harrass the cus¬ 
tomers who neither want nor need 
the hassle, but want only to be 
left alone to associate with one 
another peacefully and pleasant¬ 
ly. 

I would concede, though, that gay 
bars do receive an inordinate a- 
mount of attention from the police 
department. That, though, is a 
POLICY decided on by the police 


department not a response die-, 
tated by necessity. For in twelve 
years, I have seen only two oc¬ 
casions where police were NEED¬ 
ED to assist a bartender or owner 
in a gay bar, and have heard of 
so few instances that they are 
hardly worth mentioning. 

Supervisor Nelder, our former 
police chief, offered as his jus¬ 
tification for his affirmative vote 
"you can’t have dancing without 
music, and noise is one of our 
biggest police problems,” a sin¬ 
cerely questionable statement 
most especially so coming from 
him as the former police chief, 
since there is little reason to 
beieve .that the statement has 
merit in actual fact, it IS a fact 
however, that the two gay bars in 
San Francisco with enormous, 
magnificent and immensely power¬ 
ful sound systems — sound-sys¬ 
tems that can generate the power 
to shake the very walls of the 
buildings that those bars are lo¬ 
cated in — do not generate enough 
‘noise’ to be a problem to those 
outside the bars. Neither bar has 
ever needed, nor to my knowledge 
had, police response to a com¬ 
plaint about the noise. It is im¬ 
possible for either of those two 
bars to operate those systems at 
maximum level simply because it 
would be impossible for people to 
stay inside with that decibel level. 
It IS a fact that those bars do not 
create enough rnoise for them to 
be "one of our biggest police prob¬ 
lems.” For if that were so, then 
surely something would have been 
done by the police department 
long before now to curtail the 
Continued Next Page 
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noise. 

Assuming, however, i that the 
two places at which this ordinance 
is directly aimed have sound sys¬ 
tems large enough and powerful 
enough to generate “one of our 
biggest police problems/* there 
are other ordinances in San Fran¬ 
cisco that could have been applied 
to abate the level of noise without 
having to resort to so blatantly 
a discriminatory ordinance as the 
one you just voted for. 

So we could have dispensed with, 
in other ways, two of the “prob¬ 
lems*’ thatyou voted this ordinance 
to resolve, leaving only a possible 
two others to be dealt with. One 
being that it is possible the con¬ 
gregation of patrons of these two 
places after hours on the streets 
in front of the two establishments 
might, just might, create enough 
of a disturbance to warrant a 
complaint from neighbors. That, 
too, is a complaint that could have 
been resolved within several other 
ordinances without the passage of 
this one. The second possible 
'problem,* and one which is well 
within the realm of possibility — 
it has happened before — is that 
disruptions were caused in the 
streets by straights harrassing 


gays who patronize the establish¬ 
ments. If that were in fact the 
case, then police should have been 
stationed to protect the gays and 
prevent disruption rather than pas¬ 
sing such an ordinance to preclude 
gays from being in the area. Pro¬ 
tective proscription is NOT an 
American, nor a San Franciscan, 
tenet. 

Clearly I agree with Supervisors 
Molinari and von Beroldingen that 
this ordinance is unconstitutional. 
Dismay, however, is neither al¬ 
leviated nor mitigated by the prob¬ 
ability that, faced with a con¬ 
stitutionality challenge, the or¬ 
dinance will fall, for it is not the 
question of its constitutionality 
that is so enraging as it is your 
attitude that such an ordinance is 
needed to regulate gays in this 
of all cities'. Whether or not the 
two places will launch such a con¬ 
stitutionality attack remains to be 
seen and is irrelevant to the fact 
that your affirmative vote for such 
an ordinance can only be viewed as 
a slap in the face to a constituency 
that has consistently supported you 
in your campaigns for office in 
San Francisco; a slap in the face 
that must be unforgivable and un¬ 
forgotten. 


It is truly sad to see that the 
San Francisco board of Super¬ 
visors feel the need for this or¬ 
dinance. San Franciscans, gay and 
straight, have lived in this city side 
by side with so few problems for so 
many years that it can only hurt to 
see the erosion of that arrange¬ 
ment, as indicated by the passage 
of this ordinance. I would only 
hope that in the future problems, 
if they do arise, will be resolved 
in a more truly San Franciscan 
manner than this action.

Proposition 9: Vote NO 

Herman Sillas, candidate for 
Secretary of State, attended the 
meeting in person to ask for the 
club’s endorsement, as there had 
been thought to be strong support 
for his two women opponents. 

Also in attendance were Ed 
Cragen, candidate for Superior 
Court Judge; Warren Church, can¬ 
didate for Board of Equalization; 
Jerry Jackson, candidate for 
Alameda County Central Commit¬ 
tee; and Dick Michaels, publisher 
of the ADVOCATE. Candidates had 
not been invited to attend the 
meeting, as most members had met 
them at the CDC Convention or at 
local political events. 

The meeting was sparked by a 
debate between a representative of 
Common Cause and Bill Eger of 
Know/No on Proposition 9. Mr. 
Eger, manager ofSher iff Hon- 
gisto's successful campaign, won 
the day by telling the members 
that 1/2 of Hongisto’s campaign 
donations came from the gay com¬ 
munity and nearly all of these were 
anonymous. What would have been 
our chances of electing a man like 
Hongisto, if gay people had to 
report their names and the names 
of their EMPLOYERS, as prop. 9 
would require. 

Elections were held for offices 
of the club. Jim Foster, President 
and founding member, announced 
that he was not a candidate for 
ref election due to the press of his 
duties and CDC Program Secre¬ 
tary, Director of Whitman-Rad- 
clyffe Foundation and so on. The 
club elected as co-Chairpersons 
Jo Daly and Judd Ziebell and Gary 
Miller as Secretary-Treasurer. 

Foster stressed the importance 
of the candidacy of Gary Miller and 
Joe Daly to the Central Committee. 
If elected, they would be the first 
gays to be elected to any office 
in San Francisco. He mentioned 
that Zevitz, of Sheriff Hongisto’s 
office, was a write in candidate 
for Central Committee due to 
complications in filing for office 
that kept his name off the ballot. 



GAY ALCOHOLICS 
CONFERENCE HELD 

San Francisco, Cw.—'The first 
Annual Alcoholics Together 
(Southern California) and Gay Al¬ 
coholics Anonymous (Northern 
California ) Conference was held 


the weekend of April 12, at Bear 
Wallow, a gay resort, near Boon- 
ville, California. More than thirty- 
five recovering alcoholics attended 
for a sober three days to in¬ 
vestigate, discuss and coordinate 
efforts within the gay community 
to help their sisters and brothers 
who suffer from alcoholism. One 
major topic discussed during the 
weekend was the founding of a gay 
half-way house in San Francisco. 

Many problem drinkers think 
they drink because they have un¬ 
manageable problems. Generally, 
however, they have other unman¬ 
ageable problems because they 
drink. Alcohol is a drug, as is 
well-known. There are many dif¬ 
ferent treatment programs for al- 
cholic-related problems. Unfor¬ 
tunately, many gay people, even 
if they recognize the problem, 
refuse to seek help because they 
are afraid that their sexual or¬ 
ientation will be held against them. 
Alocholics Together and Gay Al¬ 
coholics Anonymous both recog¬ 
nize that their fears are well found- 
0ci* 

Gay Alcoholics Anonymous was 
founded in 1968 in San Francisco 
to further reach out into the gay 


community and offer help for the 
suffering alcholic. Gay AA con¬ 
ducts regular closed meetings 
which are available to homosexual 
alcoholics only. Gay AA, as well 
as AT, both follow Alcoholics 
Anonymous principles, treats al¬ 
coholism as a disease that is shar¬ 
ed by about ten percent of the 
population. 

There are around 25 Gay Al¬ 
coholics Anonymous group meet¬ 
ings held in San Francisco week¬ 
ly, and in San Jose, there is one 
weekly. In Southern California, 
from Los Angeles to San Diego, 
there are about 30 meetings 
weekly. 

Gays who think they may have 
an alcoholic problem are urged to 
telephone to locate a meeting near 
them. In Northern California, the 
time and place may be obtained 
by telephoning (415) 982-4473. In 
Southern California, time and place 
for meetings may be obtained by 
telephoning (213) 463-4266.

PROPOSOTION 9 
OPEN GOVERNMENT 
IN CALIFORNIA 
by Robert M. Smith 
Legislative Director 
Common Cause / California 

Proposition 9 - The Political 
Reform Act of 1974 — on the June 
4 ballot is the most far reaching, 
carefully drafted open government 
reform proposed anywhere in the 
nation. Today it is also the most 
important. 

Important, because we are ex¬ 
periencing an unprecedented cri¬ 
sis of public confidence in our 
government and our political lead¬ 
ers. Daily we see the currupting 
influence of money and secrecy in 
our political process. Daily we see 
more evidence that a handful of 
wealthy special interests domin¬ 
ate govnerment through secret 
campaign contributions and lavish 
gifts from lobbyists. An outraged 
public is demanding a higher stan¬ 
dard of ethics and openness in 
govnerment. 

Proposition 9 grew out of legis¬ 
lation that Common Cause support¬ 
ed in the California Legislature for 
over two years. After the Legis¬ 
lature refused to pass meaning¬ 
ful reforms an extensive drafting 


process was established for the 
writing of the Political Reform 
Act of 1974. The process covered 
many months of drafting and re¬ 
drafting. Thirty public meetings 
were held around the state; over 
500 preliminary drafts were mail¬ 
ed to legal and political experts 
for comment and criticism; and the 
best reform legislation from ac¬ 
ross the nation was incorporated. 
The final draft was the work of 
many of the finest legal and poli¬ 
tical minds in the state, represent¬ 
ing dozens of diverse groups and 
organizations. In the most exten- 
siye grassroots campaign in Cali¬ 
fornia history, 10,000 volunteers 
gathered over one half million sig¬ 
natures to qualify Proposition 9 
for the June ballot. 

Proposition 9 will diminish the 
special favors and special access 
purchased by secret campaign con¬ 
tributions and large gifts by lobby¬ 
ists. The Reform Act will enable 
the people of California to com¬ 
pete on a more even footing with 
the wealthy and powerful interests 
that dominate California govern¬ 
ment. Specifically, Proposition 9 
wills 

1. require full reporting of cam¬ 
paign financing; 

2. prohibit campaign contribu- 
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titons and large gifts by lobbyists; 

3. limit campaign spending for 
ballot measures and candidates for 
state wide office; 

4. prevent conflicts of interest in 
government decision making; 

5. establish an independent, mul¬ 
ti-partisan enforcement commis¬ 
sion. 

The powerful interests threat¬ 
ened by Proposition 9, and elected 
officials who depend on the money 
and secrecy of the present politi¬ 
cal system will do their best to 
distort the facts and discredit 
Proposition 9. The opposition to the 
Reform Act includes big labor, big 
business and many others who have 
a major stake in preserving the 
status-quo in the political system. 
Already the campaign to defeat 
Proposition 9 has proven to be as 
unethical and scurrilous as the 
worst campaigns of the past. Sim¬ 
ilar to the campaign to defeat the 
Coastline initiative, the special in¬ 
terests are making wild and un¬ 
substantiated claims about Prop¬ 
osition 9. 

But a coalition of many of the 
most important citizen groups in 
California has mounted a major 
grassroots campaign to present 
the truth about Propostion 9. The 
Refbrm Act is supported by the 
League of Women Voters, Sierra 
Club, Los Angeles Urban League, 
Common Cause, Ralph Nader’s 
Citizen Action Group, Los An¬ 
geles NAACP, California Teachers i 
Association and more than one 
hundred other organizations. Con¬ 
sumers, conservationists, civil 
rights leaders and many others, 
including L.A. Mayor Tom Bradley, 
have joined together to open up 
California government. 

It's time we all got tough on 
corruption. It’s time we stopped 
being sidetracked by the scare 
tactics of special interests and the 
promises of future reforms by in¬ 
cumbent officials. It’s time the 
voices of the poor, the disenfran¬ 
chised and the average citizen of 
California were heard in Sacra¬ 
mento. The time for Proposition 9 

- The Poltiical Reform Act of 
1974 — is now.

BILL NORRIS FOR ATTORNEY

William A. Norris, Democratic 
candidate for Attorney General, in 
a major policy statement proposed 
a six-point program reforming 
California’s criminal law which he 
said would save the state’s tax¬ 
payers an estimated $125 million 
annually. 

The savings, said Norris at a 
Los Angeles news conference, can 
be used for criminal justice ac¬ 
tivities aimed at “protecting our 
citizens from major crime.’ 

“These proposals are basically 
an effort at an honest and realis¬ 
tic approach to law enforceent 
needs, law enforcement funding and 
the real world we live in in Cali¬ 
fornia in the 1970’s,” he added. 

“The resources of our criminal 
justice system are simply too 
precious to be squandered on petty 
matters or matters better handled 
by other means.” 

Norris termed his proposals 
“new realism in law enforce¬ 
ment.” They are: 

1. Decriminalize so-called 
“victimless crimes,” or those 
where the conduct involved takes 


place in private and the only par¬ 
ticipants are consenting and men¬ 
tally competent adults. Norris pro¬ 
posed, for example, a repeal of 
all laws governing non-commercial 
sexual conduct in private between 
consenting adults, elimination of 
laws banning possession of mari¬ 
juana by adults for personal use 
and elimination of laws prohibit¬ 
ing non-commercial gambling 
among friends. 

2. Repeal criminal penalties for 
matters which can be better 
handled by administrative agencies 
or actions for civil penalties. 
Norris explained this would in¬ 
clude such things as criminal trials 
for liquor violations which take up 
many valuable court days despite 
the fact administrative hearings 
also are held on the same matters. 

3. Take traffic offenses, except 
such serious violations as drunken 
and reckless driving and driving 
with a revoked license, out of the 
criminal courts entirely. Norris 
said these matters, no classified 
as infractions rather than mis¬ 
demeanors by new legislation, can 
be handled by hearing officers, 
rather than judges. 


4. Treat intoxification and 
drunkeness cases by detoxifica¬ 
tion programs, rather than as 
criminal matters. Norris pointed 
out state law authorizes such treat¬ 
ment, but many counties, including 
Los Angeles, have not implemented 
the approach and 150,000 such 
cases are still processed by the 
criminal courts each year. 

5. Encourage police officers to 
make greater use of citations and 
summonses, rather than formally 
arresting accused persons and tak¬ 
ing them to jail. Norris said some 
of the offenses which could be 
handled in this manner are shop¬ 
lifting, gambling and many drug 
violations. 

6. Expand programs to relieve 
highly trained professional police 
officers of miscellaneous duties 
such as making out reports on 
minor crimes. Norris said para- 
professionals can be trained for 
these jobs, noting a recent report 
by the California Bureau of Crim¬ 
inal Statistics estimates from 80 
per cent to 85 per cent of a police¬ 
man’s time is spent performing 
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May baskets galore. 

Five special programs in May feature many of the best hung and grooviest young models

In Norris* program, the greatest 
savings of taxpays* dollars would 
be in the area of decriminaliza¬ 
tion of the so-called “victimless 
crimes/* 

He pointed out that a 1969 study 
of the costs of marijuana law en¬ 
forcement by Professor Kaplan 
of the Stanford Law School es¬ 
timated more than $75 million 
a year alone could be saved in 
California by such action. 

The second big area of savings, 
said Norris, would be the use of 
the citation and summons system. 
Some $35 million a year could be 
saved in California if even 10 
per cent of the state’s 500,000 
annual non-traffic misdemeanor 
arrests are handled this way. 

Other savings outlined by the 
46-year old former Los Angeles 
Police Commission President in¬ 
cluded $9.5 million annually by 
ending duplication of administra¬ 
tive and criminal actions involving 
the same offense, and $7.5 million 
a year by placing raffic infractions 
under a hearing officer, rather 
than a judge. 

“These proposals,” said Norris 
“ard an effort to formally reorder 
law enforcement priorities; to for¬ 
mally recognize in the law what is

already being done, in many in¬ 
stances.” 

He added that his proposals will 
free “substantial law enforcement 
dollars from trivial activities and 
allow them to be concentrated on 
serious crimes against the persons 
and property of our citizens.*’ 

<f We are all concerned about 
violent crime in our society. We 
know that police budgets are not 
high enough to effectively deal 
with such_ crimes,” Norris said. 

“Through these proposals, I 
believe we can obtain the dollars 
which we need to make a real im¬ 
pact on major crime.”

A principal author of the Legis¬ 
lature’s new open meeting law call¬ 
ed on the California Public Utilities 
Commission today to abandon its 
policy of “executive sessions”be¬ 
fore it faces a legislative mandate 
to do so. 

The warning came in a letter to 
PUC Chairman VernonSturgeon 
from Aysemblyman JohnL. Burton 
D-San Francisco, Assembly spon¬ 
sor of the Grunsky-Burton Open 
Meeting Act of 1973 and its com¬ 
panion constitutional amendment. 
Proposition six on the June Pri¬ 
mary Election ballot. 

“As co-sponsor of recent leg¬ 
islation in this field, I can speak 
with some authority about the views 
of my colleagues with regard to 
public access to the business of 
public agencies,” wrote Burton. 

“The Grunsky-Burton Open 
Meeting Act of 1973 is law today 
— and Proposition six appears on 
the June 4 ballot — because the 
Legislature responded to the pub¬ 
lic’s legitimate demand for access 
to the processes of its own govern¬ 
ment”, he added. 

“While the activities of the Com¬ 
mission do not fall within the im¬ 
mediate provisions of these mea¬ 
sures,” he said, “there is no 
question that the PUC falls within 
the public demands to which we 
responded. 

“The PUC should be especially 
responsive to public disatisfaction 
with the manner of its deliberations 
at a time when it faces such gen¬ 
eral frustration with the current 
brisk clip of rate increases it is 
granting. 

“It is my judgement that if the 
Commission fails to respond Co 
these public pressures, the Leg- 
























islature is very likely to enact 
statutes necessary to open all 
meetings of the Public Utilities 
Commission.” 

Passage of Proposition 6 would 
amend the California Constitution 
to bind future legislatures to the 
provisions of the Grunsky-Burton 
Open Meeting Act of 1973. The new 
law requires that all meetings of 
the Assembly and Senate, its com¬ 
mittees and subcommittees and the 
conference committees onthebud- 
get shall be open and public and 
conducted only after full and timely 
notice. It permits suits to be filed 
by citizens who believe a viola¬ 
tion has occurred and for the first 
time imposes misdemeanor pen¬ 
alties for violations.

Dear Editor: 

I am involved in a profession which brings 
me close to current legislative matters in the 
California Legislature. Also, I am a gay person. 

There is currently inti^tfTTT^d in the 
California Senate, a bill, 1767 by Senator Way 
which may be of considerable benefit to gay 
persons who have a police record involving a 
morals charge who is seeking to enter into a 
State regulated profession. 

This bill is expected to be opposed by many 
professional Associations on grounds it would 
permit undesirables to enter into and thereby 
downgrade a profession such as nursing, 
cosmetology, etc. It is interesting to note that 
such Associations do have a monopoly on the 
profession they represent, and do influence the 
legislature to no small extent. 

SB-1767 does need some amendments to be 
more effective for gays wishing to enter into a 
State regulated profession, but who are at this 
timp unable to do so because of a morals 
conviction they might have been charged with 
in the past. 

As a community leader for gay rights, I do 
hope you will make this bill known to other 
responsible Gay leaders and readers of BAR, 
and, urge their support and input.

Dear Mr. Joseph Belardi, 

In reply to your query, we could care to 
state our views. At this time, we have no desire 
to get involved with union activities and would 
like to explain our position. 

The Fickle Fox is homosesuxally owned and 
operated. Our employees for the most part are 
part-time and temporary. They are 
homosexuals of all ages who have come to us 
rejected by various heterosexual establishments 
and employers. Having found their way to The 
Fickle Fox, some have remained for varying 
periods. When employees did leave they were 
generally more professionally equipped in their 
craft and most importantly, their confidence in 
themselves and society had been restored. 

By our own choice we have chosen a life 
style which we are sure is foreign to most of 
you and may embarrass some. We are a small 
operation but a proud one. We are not a private 
club catering exclusively to homosexuals. We 
are opened to the public and becuase of this a 
small percentage of our clientel is heterosexual. 
We have created a unique situation, where the 
communication and respect of the two life 
styles mingles well. This has allowed all of us to 
have a better social understanding of each 
other. 

Unions were formed in a period of 
American history at a time when homosexuals 
did not dare stand up and be counted. Unions

were formed for heterosexuals and their 
families. There is no question about the positive 
actions unions have effected this country and it 
should be remembered that every homosexual 
comes from a heterosexual family. 

There is much to say, for example: Does a 
welfare plan cover a male lover as it would a 
wife and children? Does a union have in their 
by-laws a nondiscriminatory clause relating to 
sexual orientation? Do any unions have any 
known homosexual business agents? It should 
be noted that two of the major liquor 
companies hired homosexual salesman and 
openly advertised that fact. As a consequence, 
these liquor companies increased their sales in 
all homosexual bars and restaurants.. 

With all due respect, we wonder at your 
sudden interest in The Fickle Fox! Our 
knowledge of what has gone on here in San 
Francisco for about twenty years prompts us to 
state: 

1. The *P.S. Restuarant, previously known 
as the Allouette, broke their union contract 
When it went gay. 

2. Most significantly, The Golden Gate 
Restaurant Association has a contract at a place 
now known as The Truck Stop, formerly 
Burke’s. For some discriminatroy reason, the 
contract is unenforcible, even though it is 
owned by straights and operated by gays. 

The Fickle Fox in fact pays above-union 
scale. We also have a Kaiser Plan for all of our 
employees, a paid vacation plan after one year 
of employment, and we are now setting up a 
Profit Sharing Plan. 

For too nviny years, homosexuals have been 
fourth-class citizens. We stand united with the 
Tavern Guild, The Society for Individual 
Rights, The Alice B. Toklas Democratic 
Society, The Metroplitan Community Church 
and the newly forrrted Gay Merchant’s 
Association. 

In summation, we would respectfully 
suggest that the unions are using the wrong 
approach. Our choice is by no means new. We 
wish to be left alone, to run our business, and 
to take care of our own. We will continue until 
such that can prove to us that you can do more 
for us.

roundings are lavish and tastefully 
decorated, but it is nonetheless, 
a barn! 

After dinner, the advertised 
“Best of Broadway Musicals/* 
production begins. I hardly con¬ 
sider “Kiss Me Kate” as the best 
of anything, let alone Broadway. 
The show is a dated and tired 
vehicle that needs all the help, 
directoriaUy, it can get. 

The Raitt production of “Kiss 
Me Kate/' at its best, is a 
feeble attempt at good theatre. The 
script has been butchered beyond 
recognition and a stab at updating 
the dialogue has little effect on the 
final product. Too little dialogue 
to link a series of songs and mus¬ 
ical numbers does not make a 
particularly interesting show. As 
a whole the production can not even 
be called uneven because it plays 
at such a low level, and the cast 
is so uniformly untalented, that 
this showcase defies any better 
description. 

John Raitt, naturally, plays the 
leading role of Fred Graham and 
his performance is stilted and un¬ 
sure, however, his singing voice 
still has remarkably good tone.

IT CERTAINLY IS 

I am not particularly a big 
nostalgia buff. I hated r *No, No, 
Nanette”! The cast album of

“Irene” is instant snore to me 
(maybe if I ever get to see it. 
I’ll change my mind). I realize it’s 
the current trend, to revive the 
good old shows of yesteryear, but 
I’ve kept wondering why. Then 
last week the Civic Light Opera 
opened its season auspiciously with 
Alice Faye and John Payne in 
GOOD NEWS. Now I know why... 
because shows, stars and scores 
like that are far more entertaining 
than most of what’s around today. 

The drawing card for GOOD 
NEWS is naturally Miss Faye and 
Mr. Payne. How do they look? 
Can they still sing? I loved them 
in those 40’s musicals but what 
are they like today? Well, let’s

get the obvious questions out of the 
way first. Great! Yes! Terrific! 
Thirty years have passed since 
those Hollywood heydays, and Miss 
Faye can still tear your heart 
just by standing still and huskily 
crooning “Together” or throwing 
a mean bump in “I Want To Be 
Bad.” And Mr. Payne, who should 
be given at least another song or. 
two in the show, has a strong ap¬ 
pealing baritone, and when he and 
Miss Faye team up for “You’re 
the Cream in My Coffee,” it’s 
magictime at the Curran. I’d for¬ 
gotten what a fine sense of comedy 
they both possessed, and their 
verbal skirmishes have the punch 
and timing of skilled pros. Mr. 
Payne especially has one great 
scene in the second act where he, 
as football coach of Tait College 
(she’s an astronomy professor 
who’s going to flunk his star half¬ 
back, and that’s all you need to 
know about the slight plot), peps 
up team spiritwith threats of bodily 
harm and mayhem if they don't 
win, and it’s hilarious. These two 
are not relics of a bygone era, 
but as vital and talented today 
as they ever were. It’s the theatre’s 
loss they’ve waited this long, but 
it was worth the wait for the 
audiences. 

But good as Alice Faye and John 
Payne are, they’re the frosting on 
this sweet-but-never- sickening 
cake. It’s the students of Tait Col¬ 
lege who make this hackneyed plot 
seem fresh and funny. There’s 
Marti Rolph, as the eager enjenue 
with a lovely soprano who tutors 
and falls in love with dumb-dumb 
football player, nicely sung and 
played by Scott Stevensen.

number or shooting craps with the 
football team, Wayne Bryan as the 
wise-cracking best pal, Joseph 
Burke as the brainless 6*6** hunky 
clod who can’t play football when 
he’s upset, Jana Robbins as the 
pert “Miss Popularity” on cam¬ 
pus, Tommy Breslin as the bumb¬ 
ling Freshman, 2 gentlemen who 
tap dance at the drop of a baton, 
and one of the most attractive 
choruses you’re ever likely to 
see (unlike so many recent mus¬ 
icals here).

APPLAUSE 

A MALE ACTRESS GOES LEGIT 

Toward the end of the first act 
in APPLAUSE, Margo Channing 
steams, “If you knew the bits of 


business I have to invent to create 
the illusion that something amusing 
is going on onstage!’’Certainly the 
Comden and Green dialogue is most 
applicable to their own script. 
APPLAUSE has a weak book with 
a totally unmemorable score, rely¬ 
ing entirely upon its success to the 
attraction of a star name, be it 
Lauren Bacall or Charles Pierce, 
and what said star can pump into 
the much - too-long evening. Of 
course, if you can get a good sup¬ 
porting cast and a spirited youthful 
chorus and some fine technicians, 
/^that’s all to the good. 

Kimo Cochran took a weak ve-

hide and cast a strong star, Mr. 
Charles Pierce. But there is an 
inherent problem with Mr. Pierce. 
I’d guess about one-half of the 
audience is hoping he will add 
those famous Pierce ad-libs and 
little bits to the show, commenting 
upon the proceedings from aside, 
while the other half (of whom I am 
one) hope he will really act Margo 
Channing. So, Mr. Pierce is caught 
twixt and tween, trying to satisfy 
both sides. But when all those 
funny touches are cast aside, there 
is a good Margo Channing char¬ 
acterization there, which I hope 
Mr. Pierce will relax more into 
and build upon. And to his great 
credit, it is an original creation, 
not a re-enactment of Bette Davis 
or Bacall, but Charles Pierece’s 
Margo Channing (though of course 
there are flashes from time to 
time of B.D., but wouldn’t you be 
disappointed if there weren’t). 
When he gets drunk and finally 
lashes out at Eve in the party scene, 
it is dramatically convincing. Now, 
Charles Pierce doesn’t really sing! 
But neither did Lauren Bacall; 
the part does not really require a 
voice, and Mr. Pierce is best when 
he recites "Welcome to the Thea¬ 
tre” with all the bitter conviction 
at his command, or conjures vi¬ 
sions of those ladies of the 40*s 
in "Who’s That Girl.” Charles 
Pierce does not "camp” Margo 
Channing, but neither does he play 
it straight (no pun intended), and 
because of this, the audience never 
fully accepts him as Margo but 
rather, as Charles playing at 
Margo. It’s a big problem, where 
the personal reputation over¬ 
shadows the actor, and I honestly 
doubt if there is a completely satis¬ 
fying compromise. But one thing 
shines through this muddle — 
Charles Pierce is magnetic on¬ 
stage, whatever or whoever he’s 
playing. The bulk of responsibility 


lies entirely on Mr. Pierce's 
shoulders for the success or fail¬ 
ure of the show, and he manfully 
carries it along, smoothing over 
the rough spots, generating excite¬ 
ment at every opportunity, and his 
legions of fans will be happy that 
the master retains his razor- 
sharp timing and execution in a 
book show as well as a nightclub. 

As the treacherous EveHarring- 
txm, Audrey Holmes is at her best 
in the second act, when the true 
bitch emerges from the gooey 
phony wrapping, and her "One 
Halloween” is areal show-stopper 
But in the first act, she is so 
saccharine, so sweet, with no in¬ 
dication of the viciousness beneath 
the surface, that there is no tran¬ 
sition and anyone unfamiliar with 
the part (is there anyone unfamiliar 
with the part?!) might wonder what

Miss Holmes has a good voice and 
presence, but it’s a tricky role 
because Eve has to play against

the lines to get her message ac¬ 
ross. And that’s where stronger 
direction would have helped her 
immensely; now when Margo tears 
into Eve in the party scene. Eve is 
so sweetly sincere that our sym¬ 
pathies are with her and against 
Margo... and that’s wrong. Her 
first-act Eve is dull because of the 
monotony of oozing sincerity; her 
second act is strong and powerful. 

One totally satisfying perform¬ 
ance is Tony Michaels, as Duane, 
Margo’s gently homosexual hair¬ 
dresser. With an excellent strong 
voice, good delivery and some 
smooth dancing, Tony Michaels is 
absolutely dazzling. Coupled with 
Lynne Jassem’s pixish protrayal 
of Bonnie, and Jean Martin’s ex¬ 
citing choreography, "Applause” 
and "She’s No Longer a Gypsy” 
are rousing produciton numbers, 
with Mr. Michaels and Miss 
Jassem earning deserved ovations. 

John Noles, stuck with the thank¬ 
less role of Bill Sampson, manages 
to invest authority and a pleasant 
voice to complement Mr. Pierce 
and make Bill an attractive per¬ 
sonality, Montie Crooks is physic¬ 
ally stiff but convincing as the 
lecherous producer Howard Bene¬ 
dict, Diana Schuster and Eugene 
Hart each manage a few nice mo¬ 
ments as Karen and Buzz (re¬ 
duced for the musical to little more 
than bit parts), and Ed Huberman 
is atrocious as the critic. 

Greatest asset of the show is 
the excellent 20 piece orchestra 
under the direction of Mike Biagi. 
From downbeat of the overture 
to final reprise, the APPLAUSE 
orchestra is one of the finest heard 
in our city for a long time. Jean 
Martin’s choreography is profes- 












sionally slick and inventive, the 
sets by Richard Dunn are at best 
innocuous, and the costumes, ex¬ 
cepting for Mr. Pierce’s by Frank¬ 
lin Townsend, which are befitting 
the star, by RVH Ltd. are slap¬ 
dash and uncoordinated (the open¬ 
ing chorus girls costumes scream 
high school variety show). The 
chorus is talented and wildly en¬ 
thusiastic, which helps flagging in¬ 
terest in the lengthy and talky first 
act especially, and deserve a spec¬ 
ial applause all their own. Direc¬ 
tion by Kimo Cochran is bland. 

But it’s Charles Pierce that the 
audiences will come to see, and for 
anyone who has never seen him 
before, I’m sure you’ll understand 
why he is a San Francisco super- 
star. For those of us who have 
followed his career over the years, 
you may never fully accept him as 
anyone other than Charles Pierce, 
though he gives us a very cred¬ 
itable Margo Channing, but the 
name Pierce always gurantees a 
good time and he makes f 'Ap¬ 
plause” a fun evening. 

(There will be no performance 
Sat., May 25th, when Mr. Pierce 
will take his funny feet to the 
Hyatt Regency to entertain at the 
Podiatrist’s Convention.)

CAMPING ON THE 
ISLE OF CAPRI

One of the trickiest puzzles to 
unravel in the giddy, gay life is 
to decipher who’s trying to get 
into our pants and who isn’t. At 
20 we are prone to think that every¬ 
one over 40 is in constant heat 
and will give anything for our low- 
mileage bodies. I know of no for¬ 
mula to distinguish a genuine ges¬ 
ture from a seductive gesture, and 
by the time we’ve solved the riddle, 
the DOM’s have long since stopped 
pestering. 

Capri has been a luscious yet 
prickly play pen for over 2000 
years. It was never a place for 
innocents. American lambs grazed 
better on Alpine pastures and Saxon 
meadows. Initiation into Pan’s 
world can sometimes be a brutal 
ordeal. My sister, Livy, and I 
though ripe for slaughter, were 
spared. Thanks to two old Queens. 

Wandering around Naples, Livy 


and I had no further plans in south¬ 
ern Italy (except to get back to 
Venice as soon as possible). When 
the USO suggested Capri foraday, 
kid sister replied, "I hear the 
water’s bad there.” I never knew 
where she pried out her pearls. 
But the water WAS bad, and we 
spent over a week while I lan¬ 
guished with dysentery and Livy 
triumphed. Though to this day I 
think that most of what went on 
went over her head. 

We stayed at the Pensione 
Roberts which clung to a steep 
hillside facing the sea. The hotel 
was below the narrow cobbled road 
up to Ana Capri. From the road 
one wound down a steep path with 
occasional steps. High stucco walls 
draped with vines and heavy salmon 
roses, flanked the walk. Past the 
Pensione the path spiraled and 
dipped between villas and gardens 
until it reached the rocky beach. 
The neighboring hills were simil¬ 
arly studded with white-washed 
buildings. Our room opened onto a 
balcony below which was a large 
terrace. Off to one side the own¬ 
ers’ pride and delight: a kidney¬ 
shaped pool. About the patio var¬ 
ious potted palms and boxed citrus 
trees stood sentinel. Roses 
climbed and cascaded everywhere. 


It was a good place to have to 
stay close to "home.” Liviahadto 
fend for herself and took up with 
two aging/ageless New Yorkers 
who ran a dress shop on New York’s 
3rd Ave. They squired her every¬ 
where but mostly up to the open 
air cafe on the main piazza. An 
electro-magnet couldn’t have 
drawn more Latin youths to their 
table than Livy’s beige-white hair 
and pale blue eyes drew. The bald¬ 
ing milliners had some of their 
best days. 

We were both naive but Livia 
was unforgivably so — the result 
of Coo many American convent 
schools, I suppose. She had a way 
of collecting people... some of 
whom I eventually had to drive off. 

I had told her countless times that 
it wasn’t necessary to tell EVERY 
ONE we were brother and sister. 
That’s when the plot usually mud¬ 
died. Her Capri flotilla grew re¬ 
markably; there was nothing I could 
do — fearing to walk more than 
100 feet from my room. Period¬ 
ically through the day, Livy and 
one or more of her new chums 
would push their heads to inquire 
if I were solidifying yet. It seemed 
my condition was the talk of the 
pensione. 

By the afternoon they all de¬ 
cided to do the Blue Grotto one 
more time, I had recovered but 
didn’t let on. The afternoons by 
the pool were quiet and relaxing 
Soon we would throw ourselves into 
the vortex of traveling through 
Italy, and as everything usually 
fell to me, I decided to conserve 
my strength. Traveling, Livy was 
in charge of the camera, buying 
postcards, reading the guidebook, 
and keeping the cards handy for 
the never-ending games of gin 
rummy she insisted on playing 
My duties were tickets, reserva¬ 
tions... gettting directions, finding 
seats, carrying luggage, translat¬ 
ing menus, packing and unpacking. 
I was usually very tired. Livy r s 
major interest, besides cards, was 
seeking out the American ex¬ 
press in each place we stopped 
to see if there was mail from 
the boy she had met the week 
before she flew from Philadelphia 
to meet me in Paris. (That boy 
married her a year later.) 

The first time Livia and her 
friends invaded the Blue Grotto, 
one of the party, a drunk and dis¬ 
orderly Scotsman, fell out of the 
boat just as they entered the cham¬ 
ber. He somehow scraped himself 
on the rocks, and then fell back 
on the rocks as they tried to pull 
him aboard. He was rather heavy. 
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They rowed back to the dock to 
deposit the bleeding Scot at the 
local infirmary. By then the tide 
was too high for a second trip. 
The 3rd Ave. haberdashers didn’t 
like the pushy Scot and were over¬ 
joyed to see him confined to his 
yatch. He had been their stiffest 
competiton... until Livy arrived... 
Noticing that his pingpong and deck 
tennis were drawing fewer lovelies 
than they had been, he took to 
following my sister’s parade. 
Arthur and Henry objected to all 
the bad booze he poured and his 
loud and continuous “buzz.” But 
more so, they felt Alex trying to 
pass himself off as a British 
film producer was intolerable. He 
had used the same trick years be¬ 
fore in Biarritz (Arthur and Henry 
knew things like that).

Unfortunately the Arthur and 
Henry teams have had rough treat¬ 
ment at the hands of writers and 
playwrights. Over all these two 
were kind and decent men. As a 
youth, Arthur sang and danced on 
Broadway; Henry played the trom¬ 
bone and for years had his own 
band. Realizing they were no longer 
the toasts of the Great Gay Way. 
they pooled their resources and 
opened a tiny dress shop on New 
York’s East Side. The catered to 


and fussed over a select clientel. 
(select in that they knew their 
women well enough to buy just 
for them; who was flat chested, 
who was short waisted, who had 
no rear end. They flattered and 
encouraged... their women return¬ 
ed year after year. The “boys” 
were the masters of the basic 
black dress and pearls. Each sum¬ 
mer they closed the shop and sailed 
to Europe. They would chose one 
place as home base and make 
periodic side trips. Bothwere men 
who had worked hard and earned 
enough to enjoy themselves royal¬ 
ly. In all two mature, sophisticated 
men of the world. They knew a lot 
of people; they gossiped, swapped 
yarns and were princesses of high 
camp. 

Like mother hens Arthur and 
Henry fluttered down on Livy and 
me; in no time we were one of 
their brood. Under their wing we 
were safe. And while they might 
have gotten some mileage out of 
our new and youthful faces, we 
weren’t on any auctionblock. Any¬ 
one who got too close or too threat¬ 
ening felt the furious beat of their 
wings or the brunt of their high 
jinks. Alex was a case in point; 
in their eyes he was a pig and need¬ 
ed a thorough drubbing. He was out 
of action for at least a week. 

Each morning they stopped in to 
see how I was; each morning they 
brought me a rose. Whenever Livy 
and I joined them at the pool or 
shared a table for dinner, they 
cooed and clucked. Show Biz leg¬ 
ends were their specialty, and the 
night was off and running should 
some celebrity or pretentious 
“has-been” start holding court at 
the Cafe San Justo. They 


warm to the occasion, grow out¬ 
rageous and wacky. Neither was 
ever vicious nor vindictive. They 
launched conspiracies and 
squelched scandals. 

I considered myself and Livy 
fortunate to have been thusly ac¬ 
cumulated — though I could never 
explain it all to Livia. To her it 
was all very normal and natural. 
She would have said, “But isn’t 
everyone as nice as you let them 
be.” I would have tied myself into 
knots making apologies for Arthur 
and Henry — distinctions, ration¬ 
alizations, qualifications to bolster 
my own warped sense of maleness. 
Jesus, did I have a long way to go!
